Having 
approached within a mile and half of the chace, I difcovered 
her to be a French frigate from the fignals and manceavres the 
made, and of equal force to ourfelves ; but perceiving eight fail 
of large fhips bearing down for us under a croud of fail, two of 
which at no great diftance, (after confulting my officers) I wore 
fhip and ftood from her to the northward, having not only 
an enemy but a lee-fhore to encounter. The frigate gave us 
chace till three P. M. when fhe racked and ftood'to the weit- 
ward. As we then had loft fight of the large thips from our 
maft-head, and the weather ‘being very clear, my officers and 
fhip’s company exprefling an eager defire to bring the frigate to 
action, it was judged proper to tack and ftand after her for that 
purpofe, In a quarter of an hour flte tacked alfo, and ftood 
towards us. At five o’clock, being within a cable's length of 
each other, fhe with her ftarboard, and we with our larboard 
tacks on board, fhe opened her fire and gave us her broadfide, 
and immediately wore. We referved our fire till an opportu- 
nity offered to rake her while wearing, which was effe&ted with 
a well-direéted fire from our ftarboard guns ; then gradually 
clofed each other within piftol-fhot, keeping her on our ftar- 
doard-beam ;.and the aétion was continued in this manner 
warmly, on both fides, for an hour and quarter, when the {track

I cannot fufficiently extol the ¢ondievofi my officers and 
fhip's company for their gallantry agd fpitired couduct during 
the action, and for their yigorot jons afterwards in re- 
pairing, io the belt manner pofhib damages fuftained, fo 
as to enable us to efcape thé‘enemy. Arthe fame time I can- 
not pafs unnoticed the galhm and officer-like condué of the 
Vifcount de Montguicté, in leading his fhip to action. After 
he was killed the Chevalierde Lepine, Second Captain, (on 
whom the command devolved) did every thing that an experi- 
enced officer in his fituation could poffibly dos for being him- 
felf, and all his officers excepting one, and about one half of 
his men either killéd or wouhded, and the matts fo crippled as 
ta expect them td go over the fide every. moment, feveral guns 
difmounted, and four feet water in‘the hold, will, I dare fay, 
jultify to his King and country the neceflity of their furrender. 

The damages fuftained ‘by his Majefty’s thip, and the'num- 
ber of men killed and wounded in aétion, are but trivial, com- 
paratively to thofe fuftained by theenemy.
